son of California telegraphed to Sec­ 
retary Bryan a lengthy explanation 
of the at and takon by the legislature 
in passing the bill. 
The message was 
in answer to the roquest telegraphed 
to the gov ernor by Secretary Bryan 
at the direction of President Wilson 
that the bill be v etoed. 
"W hat I hav e tried to do is to set 
forth California’s case,” he said, com­ 
menting on his message. 
"There has 
been a most astonishing lot of mis­ 
representation indulged in by E ast­ 
ern newspapers and I want the pub­ 
lic to know just where we of Califor­ 
nia stand.” 
Part of the gov ernor’s message la 
as follows: 
"For many years a v ery grav e prob- , 
lem, little understood in the East, 
has confronted California; a'problem 
which has been v iewed with appre­ 
hension by the people of this state. 
When the present constitution of Cal­ 
ifornia was adopted more than thirty 
years ago it contained the following 
declaration: 
" ‘The presence of foreigners ineli­ 
gible to become citizens of the United 
States is declared to be dangerous to 
the wellbeing of the Btate and the 
legislature shall discourage their im­ 
migration by all means within its 
power.’ 
Problem Has Become Acute. 


"Of late years our problem from 
another angle has become acute and 
the agitation has been continuous in 
the last decade in reference to our 
agricultural lands until final affirma­ 
tiv e action in attem pted solution be­ 
cam e imperativ e. 
This attem pted so­ 
lution is found in the action of our 
legislature 
in 
the 
passage 
of 
the 
alien land bill. 
In/the phraseology of 
this bill, in those whom it affects, in 
Its scope and in its purpose w’e be­ 
liev e we are within our legal and 
our moral rights, and that we are 
doing what is imperativ ely demanded 
for the protection and preserv ation 
of the state. 
In this enactm ent we 
hav e kept ev er in mind our national 
good faith as ev idenced by existing 
treaties. 
"The objections 
to 
our 
bills are 
based, first, upon the treaty obligations 
of the nation, and, secondly, upon 
the assertion that out act is offensiv e 
and discriminatory. The bill prov ides, 
substantially In its flrRt section that 
all aliens eligible to citizenship under 
the laws of the United StateR may ac­ 
quire real property In the same man­ 
ner as citizens of the United States, 
and the second section prov ides that 
all aliens other than those mentioned 
in the first section may acquire real 
property in the manner and to the ex­ 
tent and for the purixises prescribed 
by any treaty now existing between 
the gov ernment of the United States 
and the nation or country of which 
such aliens are citizens or subjects, 
and may, in addition, lease for a pe­ 
riod of three years, lands for agricul­ 
tural purposes.

Some Democrats Are Opposed to Free 
Wool and Free Sugar, but Do Not 
Like Prospect of Conflict With Ad­ 
ministration—Committee on Finance 
Carefully Considers the Measure.

Washington, 
May 
15.—[Special.] — 
The senate committee on finance, while 
not giv ing hearings to those who want 
to hav e changes made in the Under­ 
wood bill, is giv ing such attention to 
the measure as indicates that changes 
may be made before it is reported to 
the senate. 
During the consideration 
of the tariff bill in the house the Re- 
publicans were constantly pointing out 
wiiat they called inconsistencies and 
Inequalities, and it was said that the 
senate would hav e an opportunity to 
make quite n number of amendments 
In order to make the bill symmetrical. 
But it is not those little changes that 
concern the senate so much as real 
changes, like the proposed restoration 
of a duty on wool or eliminating the 
free sugar prov ision. 
If these changes 
are made it will mean n direct con­ 
test with the administration. 
While 
there are Democrats who want to make 
the changes, they do uot like the idea 
of placing themselv es in antagonism 
to the president 
A Lost Opportunity. 
Many 
congressional 
observ ers are 
speculating on what might hav e hap­ 
pened hnd Joe Bailey remained in the 
senate. 
The Underwood Dill, with its 
many free raw materials, is In direct 
opposition to what Bailey claimed was 
Democratic doctrine, and lie would 
hav e made a hard fight against the 
bill as It passed the house. 
There are 
few Democratic senators who believ e 
with Bailey sav e those whose states 
produce raw materials, and they hav e 
practically nbnndom*d the idea of a 
duty on raw materials in v iew of the 
ov erwhelming support of the Demo­ 
crats for such an enlarged free list. 
High Cost of Liv ing. 
While the high cost of liv ing occa­ 
sionally was mentioned in the house 
tariff debates, v ery little attention was 
paid to it. 
The men who think about 
4Uch things hav e come to the conclu­ 
sion that the high cost of liv ing has 
been chiefly due to the fact that peo­ 
ple are spending a great deal of money 
and buying a lot of things that were 
Duce considered luxuries and now l» e- 
liev ed to be neceexari« « *. 
The Senate's Easy Way. 
When the sennte meets at noon it 
asually wants lunch about 1 o'clock, 
and it finds an easy way. 
Some sena­ 
tor wants to rnnke a speech, and he 
starts reading it. 
The senators slip 
ft way and in an hour or more come 
back and resume business 
There are 
sev eral 
senators 
who are perfectly 
willing to make speeches under such 
conditions. 
Playing Cards In the Tariff. 
Congressman Moore of Philadelphia 
Dffered an amendment to the tariff bill 
to reduce the duty on playing cards 
from ft<> to 5<> per cent. 
“Does the gentleman use playing 
cards himself?" asked Jim Mann. 
"Not nt all.” replied Moore. 
"If he did,” continued Mann, "he 
would know that the cost of cards 
loes not cut much ice—at the end of 
tiie game.” 
"I suppose,” said Harrison of New 
York, "that the gentleman from Philn- 
lelphin, when we reach poker chips, 
will offer an amendment to make blue 
chips a luxury and white chips n ne­ 
cessity." 
What Donav an Found. 
Congressman Donav an of Connecti­ 
cut was one of the few Democrats In 
the house that occasionally "kicked

bate. 
Once lie took a sh« » t at Majority 
Leader Underwood, who was driv ing 
the bill along. 
Underwood remarked

to pin him down and nsk him an ab­ 
stract question be turns it ov er to 
some other member.” 
And Underwood smiled and pushed 
the bill abend a few notches. 
Trouble Enough. 
Senator Gnllinger does not take kind­ 
ly to the idea that currency legislation 
should l>e pushed at this session. "W e 
hav e one great subject which is going 
to engage the senate for two months 
und make trouble enough.” said tho 
New Hampshire senator, "to say noth­ 
ing of the trouble It will giv e the coun­ 
try hereafter, and 1 do not think we 
should take up another big subject, 
which will keep us here till snow files." 
"It may be thitt the tariff is going 
to make trouble." remarked Senator 
Bacon of Georgia. "n« » t only during Its 
ronsideration, 
tint hereafter, ami if 
that be true we ought to 1« ; ready to 
do any good we can in a compensa­ 
tory manner.” 
It Is the Intention of the Democrats 
of the H« *T)sfe to prepare a currency 
measure In ease It is decided to con­ 
sider currency at this session.

Some Democrats Are Opposed to Free 
Wool and Free Sugar, but Do Not 
Like Prospect of Conflict W ith Ad­ 
ministration— Committee on Finance 
Carefully Considers the Measure.

The senate committee on finance, while 
not giving hearings to those who want 
to have changes made in the Under­ 
wood bill, is giving such attention to 
tile measure as indicates that changes 
may be made before it is re p o rts to 
tile senate.

publicans were constantly pointing out 
what they called inconsistencies and 
inequalities, and it was said that the 
senate would have an opportunity to 
make quite n number of amendments 
in order to make tile bill symmetrical.

to the president 


A Lost Opportunity.

speculating on what might have hap­ 
pened had J t>e Bailey remained in the 
senate.
